HRM crime rate 
down slightly 

safety Overall crime is 
down slightly in HRM, 
while violent crime is up 
slightly, according to 
figures released yesterday. 

The HRM Partners in 
Policing issued its third 
quarter crime statistics 
and it shows overall crime 
is down .61 per cent when 
comparing the first nine 
months of 2008 to 2009. 

But violent crime is up 
.52 per cent, including one 
more murder (eight), eight 
more attempted murders 
(20) and 29 more assaults 
(2,532). 

There were also 47 more 
break and enters and 456 
more thefts over $5,000. 

On the plus side, vehicle 
thefts are down 27 per 
cent, from 641 to 470, and 
there were 102 fewer 
frauds. 

Also down significantly 
were crimes involving 
prostitution (38 per cent), 
weapons related offences 
(14 per cent) and drugs (8.4

Community mourns autistic boy who brought them together

James Delorey’s dog hung 
its head outside the 
window of a hearse at the 
boy’s funeral service 
yesterday, a moment that 
symbolized the loyalty the 
faithful family pet 
displayed for the seven- 
year-old boy. 

Chance sat in the front 
passenger seat as the fu¬ 
neral procession arrived at 
a church in Cape Breton, 
where hundreds gathered 
to mourn a boy who cap¬ 
tured hearts across the 
country. 

James got lost after fol¬ 
lowing Chance — a mixed- 
breed — into the woods 

I near his home in South 
Bar, outside Sydney. 
Chance returned two 


days later and searchers 
found James unconscious, 
curled up under a thick 
stand of spruce, after they 
traced the dog’s paw prints 
in the snow. 

Hopes that James would 
survive were dashed a day 
later after he died in hospi¬ 
tal of hypothermia. 

During his sermon yes¬ 
terday, Rev. Errol MacDon¬ 
ald said while the fervent 
hope that James would re¬ 
cover did not come to pass, 


the frantic efforts to find 
him brought people to¬ 
gether. 

“This is the busiest time 
of the year. Everyone is 
caught up with their own 
agendas,” the priest said, 
standing before a casket 
draped in white. 

“Yet in the past week, 
everyone stopped. And in 
that stopping they found 
the true meaning of Christ¬ 
mas — that a child would 
give us hope.” 


MacDonald also ex¬ 
pressed hope during the 
service that the tragedy 
might create a broader un¬ 
derstanding of autism. 

The search for James was 
made more difficult be¬ 
cause he was autistic and 
couldn’t speak. 

Many of the police, para¬ 
medics and ground 
searchers who helped look 
for the boy formed an hon¬ 
our guard outside Holy Re¬ 
deemer Church after the 
service and some placed 
spruce cuttings on top of 
the casket after it was car¬ 
ried out. 

The service included a 
choir singing Christmas 
carols.

Smoke sales 
rise despite

health Cigarettes have de¬ 
fied the laws of economics 
in Nova Scotia as sales have 
spiked despite rising prices.

Martial arts fighter’s 
death ruled murder 


No suspects, motive in shooting death: Cop

Police have confirmed the 
death of 44-year-old Timo¬ 
thy John Kelly is a 
homicide. 

Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter said an autopsy 
completed yesterday re¬ 
vealed Kelly was gunned 
down. 

On Saturday, police were 
called to 7051 Abbott St. 
near the Halifax Shopping 
Centre shortly after 10 
p.m. Police say Kelly was 
found lying on the ground 
suffering from multiple 
wounds, reportedly on the 
sidewalk in front of the 
home. 

He was taken to hospital 
where he was pronounced 
dead. 

Palmeter said there are 
no suspects and no motive 
for the shooting. He also 
confirmed Kelly is known 
to police. 

What appears to be a 


bullet hole 
could be 
seen 

through the 
side door of 
the festively 
decorated 
home on 
Sunday, but Timothy 
it wasn’t John Kelly 
known if it 

was related to the incident, 
police say. 

“We have no witness to 
the incident right now, so 
we can’t confirm that this 
is new damage and is relat¬ 
ed to the incident,” Palme¬ 
ter told Metro on Sunday. 

Spots of what looked 
like blood could also be 
seen leading towards the 
home. 

Kelly, a mixed martial 
artist, trained at Team Ti¬ 
tans Halifax and had a 
record of 2-5-0, according 
to sherdog.com. 

Kelly last competed at 
Extreme Cage Combat 10 
in late September at the 
Halifax Forum, where he 
won a majority decision

Jailed man charged 
in summer shooting

Halifax Regional Police be¬ 
lieve they’ve found the 
man behind a Spring Gar¬ 
den Road shooting in 
broad daylight this past 
summer and, convenient¬ 
ly, he’s already behind 
bars. 

Police said yesterday 
they were charging a 22- 
year-old man with at¬ 
tempted murder and sever¬ 
al weapons charges. The 
accused is currently im¬ 
prisoned at the federal 
Springhill Penitentiary on 
other matters. 

The incident happened 
on the afternoon of July 20 
on Spring Garden Road 
near the intersection of Ro- 
bie Street. Witnesses told 
Metro that they saw a man 
in his 20s pull out a gun 
and shoot at two other 
people. 

There were no reports of 
anyone suffering injuries. 

Police spokesman Const. 
Brian Palmeter said yester¬ 


day he didn’t know what 
matter landed the man in 
jail or whether it occurred 
before or after the Spring 
Garden Road shooting. 

Police can’t yet release 
the man’s name because 
the information has not 
been sworn in court. The 
man was notified late Fri¬ 
day that he was being 
charged but he may not 
see a courtroom for some 
time. 

By the time the paper¬ 
work to transfer him from 
Springhill goes through, it 
will probably be January, 
Palmeter conceded. 

“I would guess probably 
next year. I would be very 
surprised if they had him 
in court this year,” Palme¬ 
ter said. 

“He’s not going any¬ 
where.” 

If the man were to be 
found guilty, it would be 
up to the judge to decide 
whether the sentence 
would run concurrently or 
consecutively to the jail 
time that is now being 
served.

Body found 
in Sydney 
apartment 
identified 

death Cape Breton Region¬ 
al Police have identified a 
man whose body was 
found in a Sydney 
apartment Saturday as 31- 
year-old Ron Boutilier of 
Glace Bay. 

Police responded to a 
911 call at 3:45 p.m. saying 
there was a deceased man 
inside an apartment at 87 
Brookland St. in Sydney, 
according to a release yes¬ 
terday.

The young Halifax couple 
accused of seriously injur¬ 
ing their newborn baby 
pleaded not guilty to 
charges in a Halifax 
provincial courtroom yes¬ 
terday. 

After an endless string of 
legal delays, Ashiqur Rah¬ 
man and Jane Gomes, both 
23, entered their pleas and 
were ordered to return to 
court on Dec. 22 to set a 
date for trial. 

Gomes had also been 
scheduled for a bail hear¬ 
ing, but it was put off until 
her next appearance. 

The couple, originally 
from Bangladesh and stay¬ 
ing in Canada on student 
visas, sat nearly motionless 
on the defendant’s bench 
and displayed little out¬ 
ward emotion during their 
brief, joint appearance. 

Both were arrested and 
charged with aggravated 
assault after their seven- 
weelc-old baby girl, Aurora 
Breakthrough, died on July 
27. The child had been ad¬ 
mitted to the IWK Health 
Centre four days earlier af¬ 


ter her parents called 911 
from their apartment on 
Gottingen Street to report 
that she had been seriously 
injured. 

According to Crown 
prosecutor Denise Smith, a 
medical examiner’s report 
on the cause of death is ex¬ 
pected soon, and it is likely 


the charges against Rah¬ 
man and Gomes could be 
upgraded depending on 
the results. Smith said if 
the charges do change, the 
couple will be tried sepa¬ 
rately. 

Since the case first came 
before the courts, defence 
lawyers have repeatedly 


asked for more time to 
look over the evidence — 
resulting in six separate 
court dates since July. 

For now, both Rahman 
and Gomes will remain in 
custody at the Burnside 
jail, where they are forbid¬ 
den from having any con¬ 
tact with each other. 


Pedestrians hit 
minutes apart 
at nearby blocks

Parvovirus 
infecting dogs 
in Truro area 

pets A vet says a potential¬ 
ly fatal virus affecting 
mostly puppies and elder¬ 
ly dogs is in the Truro 
area. 

Melissa Aucoin, a vet at 
the Truro Veterinary Hos¬ 
pital, says a “cluster” of 
parvo virus cases has been 
seen in Truro. She said 
about 20 cases have come 
to that one vet hospital 
alone in the last year, the 
most recent one about a 
week ago. 

The virus attacks the in¬ 
testine and bone marrow 
of dogs so that the affected 
animal can’t absorb nutri¬ 
ents and fluids. Early 
symptoms include nausea, 
vomiting, diarrhea, a lack 
of appetite, very lethargic, 
severe dehydration and 
bloody stool. It can be fatal 
if pet owners leave it too 
long. We’ve had people try 
to treat their dog at home 
and it was fatal,” said Au¬ 
coin. 

Diagnosis is easy and 
done through a fecal sam¬ 
ple. If an advanced case ar¬ 
rives at the vet, the animal 
could be in hospital for up 
to five days. 

The financial cost is 
great as well, said Aucoin. 

“It can be (at least) $1,800, 
due to Woodwork, the 
dog’s stay in intensive 
care, needing IV fluids and 
medication. But they can 
do well if properly 
treated,” she said. 

Aucoin said puppies and 
elderly dogs are most at 
risk if not vaccinated. 

“Vaccinations are 100 
per cent effective,” said

Man’s wife upset no charges laid against RCMP 


The common-law wife of a 
man shot by an RCMP 
officer on a Cape Breton 
native reserve said 
yesterday she’s “shocked” 
to learn no charges will be 
laid in the man’s death 
following an investigation 
by another police force. 

John Simon died after he 


was shot by an RCMP officer 
at a home on the Wagmat- 
coolc First Nation reserve on 
Dec. 2, 2008. 

His family and police 
have both stated Simon was 
drunk and suicidal at the 
time of the shooting, but 
family members argue po¬ 
lice didn’t need to enter the 


residence — and add they 
distrust the investigation 
that followed. 

However, RCMP said at a 
news conference in Wag- 
matcoolc yesterday that a 
probe by the Halifax police 
determined the officer who 
fired the gun did so in self- 
defence. 


RCMP Chief Supt. Blair 
McKnight said the RCMP re¬ 
gretted Simon’s death but 
added, “while tragic, it was 
an event that involved a 
person who was under the 
influence of alcohol, with 
access to firearms and expe¬ 
riencing emotional dis¬ 
tress.” He said the RCMP 


promised to review its poli¬ 
cies on entering buildings 
in suicide cases. 

Gary Richard, the lawyer 
for the band, said that po¬ 
lice had informed the fami¬ 
ly that Simon had been un¬ 
armed and sitting on the 
toilet when the officer first 
entered the house. Richard 


said police also told the 
family that Simon had 
moved from the toilet area 
to the kitchen where he 
held a shotgun. However, 
Richard said the family and 
the band can’t understand 
why the officer felt it neces¬ 
sary to enter the house on

The NDP wants to change 
Nova Scotia’s insurance cap 
on so-called “minor” in¬ 
juries suffered in car acci¬ 
dents. 

The government plans to 
introduce legislation this 
spring to change the $2,500 
cap on soft tissue injuries. 

“Our government is not 
persuaded that the current 
minor injury cap is fair,” Fi¬ 
nance Minister Graham 
Steele said yesterday. 


“We believe it needs to 
change, but exactly how it 
should change in order to 
rebalance fairness and af¬ 
fordability, that’s the whole 
purpose of the consulta¬ 
tion.” 

Steele said government 
staff is already working on 


the issue and a discussion 
paper should be released 
within days. He said there 
are still questions about 
how raising the cap would 
affect insurance rates as 
well as questions about 
retroactivity. 

“We can change the rules 


from now forward, that’s 
easy,” he said. “But deciding 
how it’s going to apply to 
people in the cap period 
from 2003 to now without 
unduly effecting the afford¬ 
ability of insurance rates, 
that’s one of the key ques¬ 
tions.” 

The NDP had formerly 
been advocates of creating a 
public insurance option. 
But Steele said that was dur¬ 
ing the crisis of rising insur¬ 
ance rates and since rates 
have stabilized the govern¬ 
ment is not looking at en¬ 
acting public insurance.

Security certificate 
nixed by judge 


A federal judge has struck 
down a national security 
certificate against a Syrian- 
born man arrested eight 
years ago on terror suspi¬ 
cions. 

The ruling today by Fed¬ 
eral Court Justice Richard 
Mosley effectively frees Has- 
san Almrei. 

The government had 
been trying to deport Alm¬ 
rei on a security certificate 
— a seldom-used provision 
of the immigration law for 
removing suspected terror¬ 
ists and spies. 

Almrei’s lawyer, Lome 
Waldman, said from Toron¬ 
to his client was “very excit¬ 
ed” over the ruling. Wald¬ 
man had not yet read the 
full decision, and said he 
and Almrei would com¬ 
ment later. 


Certificate cases 

• The government has initi¬ 
ated just six certificate cases 
— four terror suspects, a 
hatemonger and an alleged 
Russian spy —since the 9/11 
attacks on the United States. 

The government argued 
the Syrian native’s travel, 
activities and involvement 
in a false-document ring 
were consistent with sup¬ 
porters of Osama bin 
Laden’s al-Qaida network. 

The mling says there 
were reasonable grounds to 
believe Almrei was a securi¬ 
ty danger when detained in 
October 2001, but there are 
no longer reasonable 
grounds to believe that to¬ 
day.

the terror allegations 
against Singh. These days, 
they’re not sure how to find 
him. 

“We’re not certain where 
Mr. Singh is at this time,” 
said Insp.

alberta The next court 
date for two men accused 
of defrauding global 
investors out of millions 
won’t be until March so 
their lawyers can wade 
through 80,000 pages of 
documents.

Police allege thousands 
of investors in Canada, the 
United States and overseas 
were swindled out of about 
$400 million between 1999 
and December 2008. 

Brost appeared in a Cal¬ 
gary courtroom with his 
lawyer yesterday, but 
refused to speak to the me¬ 
dia as he left. Sorenson 
was not present. 

His lawyer, Don 
MacLeod, said outside 
court that it will take a 
while to get through all 
the information in the 
case. 

“We anticipate highly 
voluminous disclosure will 
be provided within the 
short-term future and it’s 
going to require all coun¬ 
sel, including the prosecu¬ 
tion, some considerable 
while to review that.” 

MacLeod said so much 
material isn’t unusual in a 
commercial case. He point¬ 
ed out that a single real es¬ 
tate transaction can 
involve up to 300 pieces of 
paper. 

“Commercial cases gen¬ 
erate paper. That’s a 
simple truism.”

Genome mapping showing that pandas may prefer a bamboo-based diet because they can’t 
taste meat could unlock secrets to ensuring the survival of the endangered species. The findings 
published in Nature magazine come from a study led by the Beijing Genomics Institute’s branch 
in Shenzhen. Mutations in certain sequences of the giant panda’s taste gene, which can affect

Berlusconi remains

Italy Italian Premier Silvio 
Berlusconi is in pain and 
will remain hospitalized 
until at least today with a 
fractured nose and two 
broken teeth from an 
attack by a mentally 
disturbed man who hit 
him in the face with a stat¬ 
uette, doctors and aides 
said.

Women drowned, not raped and killed: Police 


kashmir An Indian police 
agency investigating the 
deaths of two women in 
Kashmir said yesterday 
they drowned and were not 
raped and killed as alleged 
by locals, a ruling likely to 
fhrther fuel anti-India sen¬ 
timent. 

The deaths of 22-year-old 
Neelofar Jan and her 17- 
year-old sister-in-law Asiya 
Jan in May ignited violent 
protests in the Himalayan 
region, where militant 
groups have fought Indian 
forces for independence or 
a union with Pakistan since 
1989. 


More than 68,000 peo¬ 
ple, mostly civilians, have 
been killed in the uprising 
and subsequent Indian 
crackdown. The two 
women disappeared as 
they walked home from 
their family’s apple or¬ 
chard in Shopian, a town 
60 kilometres south of Indi¬ 
an Kashmir’s main city Sri¬ 
nagar. 

Local authorities first 
said the women drowned 
when they found their bod¬ 
ies one kilometre apart 
along a shallow stream on 
May 30, but police later 
said the two had been 


raped and killed. 

Four police officers were 
later arrested on charges of 
suppressing and destroying 
evidence in the case. The 
officers were freed in Sep¬ 
tember, further stoking 
residents’ anger. 

“It’s a case of drowning,” 
Anil Bhan from the Central 
Bureau of Investigation 
told reporters in Srinagar. 

He said the agency 
charged 13 people “for fab¬ 
ricating evidence and in¬ 
timidating witnesses” to 
lead to the conclusion that 
the women were raped and

U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma challenged top 
bankers yesterday to 
explore “every responsible 
way” to increase lending, 
saying they were obliged 
to help after being rescued 
by taxpayers. 

In a statement after more 
than an hourlong meeting 
with the executives, Obama 
said he reminded them that 
much of the financial crisis 
that took the U.S. banking 
system to the brink of col¬ 
lapse had been “of their 
own making.” 

He also exhorted the ex¬ 
ecutives — both in private 
and in public — to drop 
their opposition to an over¬ 
haul of the nation’s finan¬ 
cial industry. 

“If they wish to fight com¬ 
mon sense consumer pro¬ 
tections, that’s a fight I’m 
more than willing to have,” 
Obama told reporters at the 
White House. 

He also urged lenders to 
find creative ways to free up 
lending. Obama said banks 
have benefited from 
bailouts and should use that 
strength to lend more mon¬ 
ey to consumer and busi¬ 
nesses. 

“But given the difficulty 


businesspeople are having 
as lending has declined, and 
given the exceptional assis¬ 
tance banks received to get 
them through a difficult 
time,” he said, “we expect 
them to explore every re¬ 
sponsible way to help get 
our economy moving 
again.” 

Delay, he said, was not an 
option he was willing to 
consider as his administra¬ 
tion has focused on digging 
out an economy that has 
left more than 15 million 
Americans out of work. 
Many Americans resent the 
help the government gave 
to wealthy bankers while 
seeming to ignore their dif¬ 
ficulties. 

Bank of America chief ex¬ 
ecutive Kenneth Lewis 
pledged to Obama that his 
bank would lend $5 billion 
US more to small- and mid¬ 
sized businesses in 2010 


than it did in 2009. The 
bank said the move is part 
of a broader effort to sup¬ 
port an economic recovery. 

JPMorgan said last month 
that it would boost such 
lending by $4 billion US. 

Obama’s stern lecture 
came hours after Citigroup 
Inc. said that it was repay¬ 
ing $20 billion US in bailout 
money it received from the 
U.S. Treasury Department, 
in an effort to reduce gov¬ 
ernment influence over the 
banking giant. The govern¬ 
ment will also sell its stake 
in the company. 

The New York-based bank 
was among the hardest hit 
by the credit crisis and ris¬ 
ing loan defaults and got 
one of the largest bailouts 
of any banks. Wells Far- 
go&Co. remains the last na¬ 
tional bank that has yet to 
pay back its bailout money.

n the Afghan detainee 
controversy, Peter 
MacKay’s stonewalling 
and roughhouse take¬ 
down of a diplomat was 
characteristic of this gov¬ 
ernment whenever it is ac¬ 
cused of anything.

Long-serving Justice 
Minister Rob Nicholson, 
who is to the right of Sarah 
Palin, could be moved as 
well as Transport Minister 
John Baird, the Commons 
court jester who specializes 
in drubbing opponents. 
Taking him on is like argu¬ 
ing with a brass band. 

One likely move will see 
Maxime Bernier, the former 
foreign minister who re¬ 
signed after getting caught 
up in the bilcer-girl, lost-doc¬ 
uments scandal, brought 
back to cabinet because he 
is popular in Quebec. 

But no one is too excited 
about any pending changes.

Afghan detainees: A moral dilemma 



After the recent bout of 
public scrutiny over accusa¬ 
tions by former senior 
Canadian diplomat Richard 
Colvin about Ottawa’s in¬ 
difference toward the tor¬ 
ture of detainees in 
Afghanistan, we need to re¬ 
call that, in 2005, former 
prime minister Paul Martin 
gave the thumbs up to 
then-defence minister Bill 
Graham to negotiate a de¬ 
tainee transfer agreement 
with the Afghanistan gov¬ 
ernment. 

At the root of this ongo¬ 
ing dilemma of how to 


process these detainees is 
our high regard for human 
rights: The golden element 
that keeps a robust flock of 
immigrants and refugees 
coming our way. Human 
rights is the cornerstone of 
our democracy. For this rea¬ 
son, we hold our authori¬ 
ties to a higher moral stan¬ 
dard, having delegated our¬ 
selves the responsibility of 
being international role 
models, but we need to do 
so with understanding. 

For instance, most of us 
can not fathom the routine 
atrocities committed by 
many foreign regimes such 
as the Taliban, such as: 
Shooting eight boys to 
death because they laughed 
at Taliban fighters, mutila¬ 
tions, beatings, gang rapes 
and the torture of women 
and children; burning en¬ 
tire families alive. More 
frightening is that these 


atrocities represent the vi¬ 
sion these barbaric insur¬ 
gents hope to export to oth¬ 
er parts of the world, with 
their deep-seated hatred 
and opposition to Western 
values. 

Based on these facts, we 
need to appreciate that jus¬ 
tice would be better served 
if groups like Amnesty In¬ 
ternational would up the 
ante in renouncing the 
heinous deeds of an enemy 
that has gone so far as to 
hide among civilians and 
disguise its members as 
emergency and media per¬ 
sonnel. 

These unlawful combat¬ 
ants are not protected by 
the Geneva Conventions, 
even though there are 
those who argue they 
should be. And they most 
certainly do not fall under 
our Charter of Rights of 
Freedoms. However, Justice 


Anne McTavish did rule 
that Afghan detainees do 
have rights under their 
own constitution and inter¬ 
national law. 

Given the prior floods of 
accusations about the West¬ 
ern lack of respect for the 
sovereignty of foreign gov¬ 
ernments, how do we justi¬ 
fy bypassing Afghanistan’s 
own rules of engagement, 
albeit primitive? According 
to Brig.-Gen. Daniel 
Menard, progress is hap¬ 
pening as Afghan authori¬ 
ties are being receptive to 
Canada’s advice on how to 
treat detainees. 

We need to exercise pa¬ 
tience and support of ongo¬ 
ing efforts to work out a 
moral solution concerning 
these detainees.

Familiar issues on the agenda 
as NHL board of governors meet 


Canadian expansion 


Another year, another ritzy 
resort and another round of 
discussion on how the econ¬ 
omy is impacting the busi¬ 
ness of professional hockey. 

There’s a sense of deja vu 
as the NHL’s board of gover¬ 
nors converge on The Inn at 
Spanish Bay in California 
for meetings today and to¬ 
morrow. 

A year ago, the venue was 
the posh Breakers Hotel in 
Palm Beach, Fla., where the 
league’s owners and execu¬ 
tives heard from economists 
about the troubled times 
ahead. They’ve since spent 
12 months operating in that 
economic climate and are 
now one owner short with 
the NHL currently in charge 
of the Phoenix Coyotes. 

The Coyotes will be a ma¬ 
jor topic of discussion this 
week and not just because 
the other 29 teams are cur¬ 
rently on the hook for their 
massive losses. On Friday 
night, the league an¬ 
nounced that the Ice Edge 
Holdings investment group 
had signed a letter of intent 
to purchase the team with 
the aim of keeping it in sub¬ 
urban Glendale, Adz., over 
the long term.

Opioid-related deaths double since 1991

They kill pain but they also 
kill people. A new Canadi¬ 
an study has found that 
deaths from prescription 
pain medications are on 
the rise. 

“More people will die 
from prescription 

painkillers in 2009 than 
from H1N1,” Dr. Irfan 
Dhalla told Metro in an 
email. 

Dhalla is lead author of 
the study and a clinician- 
scientist at the Li Ka Shing 
Knowledge Institute of St. 
Michael’s Hospital in 


Toronto. Dhalla and his 
colleagues examined 
trends in the prescribing 
of opioid painkillers in On¬ 
tario from 1991 to 2007. 
Common opioids include 
Oxycontin, Percocet, Per- 
codan, Tylenol with 
codeine, Demerol, and 
morphine. These 

painkillers are often pre¬ 
scribed for acute pain, 
such as post-surgery pain 
or the pain associated with 
a broken bone. They may 
be used also for severe 
chronic pain, such as from 
some forms of cancer. Doc¬ 
tors are now also prescrib¬ 
ing opioids for less-severe 
pain, such as chronic back 


pain. 

When researchers stud¬ 
ied data for all deaths from 
1991 to 2004, they found 
that opioid-related deaths 
doubled in that period, 
from 13.7 per million in 
1991 to 27.2 per million in 
2004. Prescribing of oxy¬ 
codone — the active ingre¬ 
dient in Oxycontin — has 
risen very rapidly. From 
1999 to 2004, the number 
of deaths related to oxy¬ 
codone rose fivefold, says 
Dhalla. 

There are far more 
deaths in Ontario from 
prescription painkillers 
than from heroin or co¬ 
caine, noted the study. 


dieting Healthy eating: 
Some people take it too 
far. 

When people eliminate 
large numbers of foods in 
the name of health and 
then become obsessive- 
compulsive about food, 
this could signal they have 
a type of eating disorder. 

Although “healthy 
eating disorder,” or 
orthorexia nervosa as it is 
called, is not formally rec¬ 
ognized as a mental 
illness, it does exist and is 
increasingly being 
noticed, says Colorado 
physician Steven Bratman, 
author of Health Food 
Junkies. 

Orthorexia nervosa be¬ 
gins with a desire to avoid 
foods that are unhealthy, 
such as junk food. More 
and more foods end up on 
the “bad” list over time. 
Avoidance becomes fear 
and then sufferers develop 
an obsession with finding 
foods that won’t make 
them sick. 

They lose weight, and 
sometimes it is hard to 
find enough to eat in 
order to carry on normal 
activities in their day-to- 
day life. 

If you have a friend who 
fits this scenario and sus¬ 
pect they may be in need 
of help you should suggest 
that they see their physi¬ 
cian.

Cowboy Casserole 

SERVES 4 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 11/3 lb (600 g) unpeeled 
baking potatoes, scrubbed 
and thinly sliced 

• 11/2 Tbsp (20 mL) olive 
oil 

• 1 tsp (5 mL) tomato paste 

• 14 oz (398 mL) can baked 
beans 

• 1/4 lb (125 g) frozen peas 

• 1/4 lb (125 g) frozen 
green beans 

• 7 oz (200 g) can com, 
drained 

• 2 Tbsp (25 mL) barbecue 
sauce 

• 3 1/2 oz (100 g) smoked 
cheese, roughly chopped 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 400°F 
(200°C). Put potatoes into 
pot of boiling water. Bring 
back to boil; half-cover and 
simmer until just tender, 
but not breaking up. Drain 
thoroughly, reserving 4 tb¬ 
sp (60 mL) cooking water. 
Tip potatoes into bowl, add 
oil and toss to coat. Set 
aside. 

2. Blend tomato paste 
with reserved hot water in 
pot. Tip in baked beans, 
peas, green beans, com and 
barbecue sauce.

• 5 1/3 oz (160 g) skinless 
salmon fillet, cut into 1/2- 
in. (1 cm) squares 

• 1/4 lb (125 g) frozen fava 
beans 

• 1 oz (30 g) fresh dill, 
chopped 

• 1 oz (30 g) snipped fresh 
chives 

• 1 egg, beaten 

• 1/2 cup (125 mL) ricotta 
cheese 

• 1/2 cucumber 


• 1 cup (250 mL) plain yo¬ 
gurt 

METHOD: 

1. Remove pastry from 
fridge. Preheat oven to 
460°F (240°C). Put salmon 
squares in bowl and add 
frozen fava beans and 
herbs. Season and mix well. 

2. Unroll pastry, then cut 
into four 7x3 1/3 -in.

• 5 oz (150 g) brie, cut into

• 3 Tbsp (45 mL) olive oil 

• 1 lb (500 g) green 
cabbage, finely shredded 

• 8 scallions, sliced 

• 1 3/4 oz (50 g) walnuts, 
chopped 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 460°F 
(240°C). Mix ginger and ap¬ 
ple. Cut horizontally 
through each turkey breast 
(not all the way through). 
Divide ginger and apple 
mixture among pockets, 
then push wedge of cheese 
into each. Press meat to¬ 
gether into shape and push 
filling evenly in pockets. 

2. Put pockets neatly in 
one layer in shallow oven¬ 
proof dish. Brush with 1 tb¬ 
sp (15 mL) oil and sprinkle 
with seasoning to taste. 
Bake until turkey is 
browned on top and 
cooked through, and filling 
is running out in places. 

3. Meanwhile, heat re¬ 
maining oil in large pan 
and add cabbage, scallions 
and walnuts. Cook over 
medium heat, stirring, un¬ 
til cabbage is reduced in 
volume and lightly cooked. 
Add seasoning to taste. 
Transfer pockets to plates. 
Add some cabbage to each 
plate and serve immediate¬ 
ly-

Inglourious 

Basterds 

Director: Quentin Tarantino 

pure wish-fulfilment fan¬ 
tasy by Quentin Tarantino 
(Once upon a time in 
Nazi-occupied France...), 
in which Hitler and his 
stooges stand to get 
what’s coming to them, 
in a way that makes cine¬ 
ma itself seem like the 
grand liberator. 

Grammatically chal¬ 
lenged, factually unhinged 
and too long for its own 
good, this World War II 
thriller nevertheless soars 
thanks to one glorious per¬ 
formance — and it’s not 
the one you think. 

Top-billed Brad Pitt is 
merely amusing as Ten¬ 


nessee moonshiner Lt. Al- 
do The Apache Raine, who 
leads scalp-hunting Jewish- 
American soldiers against 
Hitler in Nazi-occupied 
France. But he’s almost a 
Sgt. Rock parody and he’s 
MIA for vast stretches. 

The film’s real star is 
Austria’s Christoph Waltz, 
a multilingual wizard who 
inhabits the role of Col. 
Hans Landa, the smirking 
Gestapo officer known as 
“The Jew Hunter” for his 
uncanny sleuthing. 

Heads are sliced and 
skulls are smashed — the 
latter being the specialty of 
Eh Roth’s character, wild¬ 
eyed basebah nut Sgt. Don- 
ny Donowitz. But the film 
is less violent than the 
bloodthirsty ads suggest, 
and also less so than Taran¬ 
tino’s Kill BiU saga.

“The Academy Awards 
are very important to the 
industry because they're a 
commercial for the busi¬ 
ness. Every year, they're 
watched worldwide,” said 
Andrew Kosove, a new 
academy member and a 
producer on The Blind 
Side, the sports-themed 
drama that's become a sur¬ 
prise box-office smash and 
has caught some best-pic¬ 
ture buzz. 

“If all the nominees are 
films that are artistically 
wonderful but commer¬ 


cially obscure, what hap¬ 
pens is the interest in the 
show has dissipated, and 
that's bad for the busi¬ 
ness.” 

Having 10 best-picture 
nominees is not unprece¬ 
dented. The Golden 
Globes, whose nomina¬ 
tions come out Tuesday, 
have 10 or more best-pic¬ 
ture nominees each year, 
divided into two cate¬ 
gories: best drama and best 
musical or comedy. 

From 1931 to 1943, there 
usually were 10 and some 
years as many as 12 nomi¬ 
nees for best picture at the 
Oscars. 

In 1944, Academy over¬ 
seers dropped the best-pic¬ 
ture field to five, where it 
had been ever since until 
now.

On his hit single Best I Ever 
Had, Canadian rapper 
Drake bragged that he had 
“buzz so big, I could prob¬ 
ably sell a blank disc . 0 

And in a way, he has 
done just that. 

The Toronto hip-hop star 
has had made a dizzying 
ascent in the rap world — 
and he’s done it without 
having released a proper 
album. 

He has three top 20 sin¬ 
gles in the U.S. and two 
Grammy nominations, 
he’s collaborated with Jay- 
Z, Kanye West and Em¬ 
inem, and he even had to 
shoot down rumours of a 
relationship with Barbadi¬ 
an pop star Rihanna (poor 
guy). 

In a matter of months, 
he’s become one of Cana¬ 
da’s most prominent hip- 
hop exports ever, and one 
question remains: How 
did the former Degrassi 
star go from the cosy envi¬ 
rons of Toronto’s wealthy 
Forest Hill enclave to 
hanging around with Lil 
Wayne? 

“You know what, I’ll tell 
you honestly: it’s the hus¬ 
tle and the drive,” Toronto 
hip-hop artist Kardinal Off- 
ishall told The Canadian 
Press in a recent interview. 

“I’ve seen Drake from a 
few years ago to where 
he’s at now. It’s not just be¬ 
cause Lil Wayne picked 
him up or because he had 
an Internet buzz. I’ve seen 
him literally give it every¬ 
thing that he had, 150,000 
per cent, in order to make 
it.” 

And make it he has. 

Born Aubrey Drake Gra¬ 
ham in Memphis to a black 
father and a white Jewish 
mother, Drake moved to 
Toronto as a child after his 
parents divorced. 

He got his big break in 
2001 at the age of 14 when 
he was cast on Degrassi: 
The Next Generation as 
Jimmy Brooks, a high- 
school basketball star who 
eventually surrenders his 
hoop dreams after being 
shot in the back, leav¬ 
ing him confined to a 
wheelchair. 

In 2006, Drake self- 
published his first mix 
tape, Room for Im¬ 
provement. That led 
to Replacement 
Girl, his collab¬ 
oration with 
Virginia 
R&B

er Trey Songz that was the 
lead single on Drake’s 2007 
mixtape, Comeback Sea¬ 
son, and which caught the 
attention of New Orleans 
rapper Lil Wayne. 

Soon, Drake was tucked 
under Weezy’s wing, rid¬ 
ing shotgun with a rapper 
on the cusp of superduper- 
stardom. 

In 2008, Lil Wayne’s Tha 
Carter III went platinum in 
a week and went on to sell 
more copies than any oth¬ 
er album that year. In Sep¬ 
tember ’08, the rapper 
stepped onstage at the 
MTV Video Music Awards 
for a collaboration with 
Leona Lewis and T-Pain. 

Shirtless and behind 
heavy dark shades, Lil 
Wayne crept down a stair¬ 
case and rapped a verse 
that actually wasn’t his. 
Lines like “I’m losing my 
mind like: ‘Damn where 
my roof just go?’ Top 
slipped off like Janet at the 
Super Bowl” actually be¬ 
longed to Drake, then still 
a mostly unknown MC. 

And when Lewis 
launched into the song’s 
hook (from Nina Simone’s 
Please Don’t Let Me Be Mis¬ 
understood), Lil Wayne gave 
credit where it was due, 
rasping overtop: “Drizzy 
Drake, I love you boy!” 

A few months after that 
high-profile endorsement, 
Drake dropped his next 
mixtape, So Far 
Gone, to almost un¬ 
precedented buzz 
for an 
emerg¬ 
ing 


artist. 

Drake was Weezy’s pro¬ 
tege and showed the influ¬ 
ence of Wayne’s mischie¬ 
vous, meticulous rhymes. 
But he arguably owed 
more to Kanye West, 
with his exploration 
of the space be¬ 
tween swagger and 
self-criticism and 
his unfailing ear 
for melody. 

The mixtape’s 
swooning single 
Best I Ever Had 
was a perfect 
showcase, with 
Drake crooning 
the ballad’s hook 
and rapping its in¬ 
termittently sweet 
lyrics (“Sweat pants : 
hair tied, chillin’ with no 
makeup on/ That’s when 
you’re the prettiest, I hope 
that you don’t take it 
wrong’ 

The song went to No. 

2 on the U.S. charts. 
Drake, still with¬ 
out a record la¬ 
bel or official al¬ 
bum, became 
the target of a 
major-label 
bidding 
war (Lil 
Wayne’s 
Cash 
Money 


Records, under the Univer¬ 
sal umbrella, ultimately 
won). 

Drake began crafting his 
album debut, Thank Me 
Later, 


scheduled for the first 
quarter of 2010. 

Meantime, his songs 
continued to get major air¬ 
play on both sides of the 
border. “Drake knows how 
to write records that are 
about big ideas,” Washing¬ 
ton rapper Wale.
